Christmas, 1872. 

Tho merriest and the saddest season 
of tho year is onco more upon us.

And yet 
ono sometimes feels tempted to doubt 
whether all this joviality of malico'pre- 
penso is not on tho whole a mixturo of 
morriinont and ghastly mummery. 
Youth may bo happy to order, and to 
burst into exuberant spirits at command 
Tho elders, if not wiser, aro at least 
sadder; they find it sometimes rather 
difficult to forco their joviality to flow 
into channels so elaborately provided 
boforehand. But is it not better, after 
all, to conform ,Jas far as circumstances 
will admit, to tho time-honored custom , 
and try to be merry— that rational, 
manly, innocont merriment — saying 
with the old poet. 

-Without door let sorrow Ilo, 
And if for col.l it imp to dlo, 
We'll bury it in a Christinas plo 
And overmoro bo merrir." 

There aro the blanks in somo family 
circles since last Christmas; there are 
some "wee stockings" that will nevor 
be hung up again; there aro, in short, 
many, many things conducive to mel- 
ancholy reflection. But, while such 
considerations should teach a salutary 
lesson, it may not bo best to brood over 
them. Let us, then, young and old, bid 
our old friend Christmas welcome. Put- 
ting aside for the nonco work and care, 
let us be merry and exehango with each 
other the good wishes of tho season, and 
open our hearts to tho sn.iling joys and 
happy foeliugs which old Father Christ- 
mas distributes among them that love him. 
Oh! that a wish of our.i could give a 
Merry Christmas and a Happy Now Year 
to every fellow-creature. Kind reader, to 
you we heartily wish tho fullost enjoy- 
ment of this fostivo season. Tho practi- 
cal exercise of charity will greatly eon- 
tribute towards tho highest class of enjoy- 
ment. 



Beet Sugar. 

We hope, ere long, to hear, that boot 
sugar is cultivated extensively and with 
profit in Canada. France has taken a 
prominent part in this department of 
agriculture, having produced 276,000 
tons of sugar in 1870, besides 7,000,- 
000 gallons of alcohol distilled from 
boot slice. V>'o have, perhaps, quite 
enough of alcohol in this country, as 
we have no doubt Justices Gilbert and 
Tapley will affirm, but if wo could 
manage to import less sugar and pro- 
duce more, it would do no harm either 
to our finances or our morals. Tho 
Department of Agriculture at Ottawa 
would do well to diffuse some informa- 
tion on tho subject of beet culture, cost 
of machinery, modo of proceeding and 
results. 

We see it stated that the largest boot 
sugar factory in the United States is 
Hituate at Freoport, 111., and that it 
uses 15,000 tons of beets per year, em- 
ploying '250 hands. This establishment, 
it is stated, was originally started at j 
another point, where tho soil proved to 
be lacking, but in its new location it is 
said to bo very successful. Another 
factory has been in operation two sea- 
sons in Sauk County, Wisconsin, It. was 
started in 1871 by a company of forty 
Gorman farmers, who did fairly the 
first year, and the present season have 
raised about 1,C00 tons of beets, which 
they expect will pay them a profit of 
from$S,000 to $10,000, or about 25 per 
cent, on tho capital invested; a fair 
profit, to say tho least. There is also a 
factory in California, which has started 
bo well. That State seems to lie able to 
do anything to agriculture. There is 
no doubt that wo nan raise first-clasa 
beets. Why should we not get info 
tho way of manufacturing an article so 
universally used as sugar? 

New York, Doc. 10.— At 7 o'clock 
John Simmons and M.A.Durves, both 
well known lottery dealers, engagod in a 
desperate struggle in front of a rosLau- 
rant on Liberty street, near Broadway. 
Simmons succeeded in throwing his 
antagonist and drawing aknifo stabbed 
him repeatedly. The principal wound 
inflicted, which almost instantly proved 
fatal, was on tho left side of the neck, 
severing the jugular vein and several 
main arteries. Simmons fled and took 
refuge in a neighboring saloon, 
where an officer subsequently arrested 
him.

De- 
spondent and almost hopeless of con- 
ciliating Dame Fortune, who seomed to 
have an unceasing and remorsolcss 
spito against him, ho was carelessly 
turning ovor somo old papers in a 
neglected bureau drawer — Eureka! 
His long fight with adversity was at an 
end. Among tho paper* was a certi- 
ficate of deposit in tho First National 
Bank of this city' datod 18(>G, and for tho 
amoant of $1,376. Tho money had been 
deposited in tho bank six years ago by 
Major McBath, and amid his subsequent 
troubles had been forgotten.

A Terrible Casualty, 

Somo timo since tho dispatches riiGU' 
tionod tho oxplosiou of several cans of 
nitro-glvoerine near the New York and 
Boston Railway. Tho following particu- 
lars of tho affair are from tho Now York 
Sun: 

Yostordny at noon five hundred pounds 
of nitro-glycorino exploded noar tho lino 
of tho New York and Boston Railway, in 
Yonkors, killing G. Hill, aged twenty-one, 
aud Michael Gallagher, aged sixtoon; 
mortally wounding John Donnolly, aged 
ninotoon, and seriously injuring William 
Terry, aged twonty-oiio. 

Blasting has been going on in that vi- 
cinity of late, and as a groat amount of 
this work is necessary, nitro-ghycorino 
has been deposited at different points for 
U30 when wanted. Hill, Gallagher, Don- 
nolly and Terry whilo out gunning, 
fouiid livo cans containing ono hundred 
pounds each. A pit about four foot deep 
had been dug, and tho cans placed in tho 
excavation. A strong fence had been 
built around it, and on all sides wore 
placards bearing the words, "Danger," 
"Beware," "Nitro-Glycerine." 

The boys walked around the fence com- 
menting upon tho improbability of dan- 
ger from such hnrmless looking cans, and 
Hill proposed that as it was Evacuation 
Day, they should create some fun by 
smashing the cups. Tho others readily 
consented, and all four clambered to tho 
top of a large rock, about fifty feet above 
the glycerine, and rolled a stone weigh- 
ing about, fifty pounds to tho edge of tho 
rock. Hill and Gallagher proposed to 
tumble it into tho pit. Terry said tho 
darned tiling might strike tiro and blow 
tho stuff up. Hill, laughingly, said, "Let 
her blow; we'll have some fun, anyway." 
Terry seized Donnelly by tho arm, and 
running away about two hundred foot, 
they hid behind a large tree, at tho same 
time jeered by Hill and Gallagher. Hill 
then rolled the stone down. It struck 
the cans, and the explosion that followed 
was heard and felt for ten miles around. 
Trees, stones and groat chunks of earth 
wero hurled in overy direction. Tho 
rock where Hill ami Gallagher stood, 
weighing [hundreds, of tuns, was torn 
into fragments. The ground was blown 
up hundreds of feet around. A first 
class earthquake could not havo created 
greater havoc. Every pano of glass in 
houses for miles around was shattered, 
The inmates were torritied. Tho explo- 
sion was heard in White Plains, Tarry- 
town, Tremont, Washington Heights and 
oven over in New Jersey. 

Workmen from the railroad hurried to 
tho scene, well knowing what had happen- 
ed. They found Terry and Donnelly 
with their clothing stripped from their 
bodies, lying abutit two hundred feet 
from the scene of the explosion, groaning 
in agony. Donnelly's body was badly 
lacerated. His legs and one arm wero 
broken, his body was black and blue, and 
ono eyo was gone. Ho was mortally 
wounded. Terry was the least hurt, and 
will probably recover. He is tho only 
one left to give any account of tho affair. 

When tho smoke had cleared away, 
search was made for Hill and Gallagher. 
Hill's entrails were suspended from the 
limbs of a tree ii vo hundred feet away. 
Othor parts of the body were scattered for 
hundreds of feet around. Only a small 
part of his remains, howevrr, had boon 
found last night. Gallagher's body "was 
blown into as many particles as Hill's. 
His Ieg3 wore found severed from his 
body, which was stripped perfectly nude. 
Even hia boots had been torn to atoms 
and scattered among the Hehris, Tho 
body, minus the arms and head, lay about 
fifty feet from tho legs. The sculp and 
face, without tho skull, wero "found in 
another place. The arms were shattered, 
and only portions were found. The skull 
is still missing. 

The wounded men were taken to St. 
John's River . ide Hospital. Donnolly i» 
insensible, and will not recover. Terry 
was too badly injured to give a full ami 
detailed account of the explosion last 

'I he excitement in Yonkors, and in fact 
throughout the entire neighborhood was 
terilio, All sorts of conjectures wero ad- 
v an cod as to the explosion. Some insist- 
ed that Hell Gale had blown up whilo 
others thought there l»d boon an earth- 
quake. Tha superstitious fell on thoir 
knees in prayer. The irroverent trembled 
with fear ; but everybody anxiously in- 
quired, what the matter was. Ono old 
lady in the suburbs of Bronxyillo was in 
her yard when a piece of tho fonen with 
tho word ' Danger" fell at hor feet, and 
olis fainted on tite spot. 

All four of too boys lived on what is 
called Hog Hill, within the city limits of 
Yonkers. They were of tho poorer class 
and worked at odd jobs in Yonkers. 
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The Coal aad Iron Tlecord publishes an 
interesting article on the extent of tho 
peat fields of this country. According to 
its estimate our supply of this fuel will 
exceed tUat of Ireland 150 times. In 
Orange and Rockland counties, N. Y., the 
peat bods contain, at a low estimate, 225,- 
000,000 tons. Beds are also known to ex- 
ist in ovor 100 different towns of Massa- 
chusetts, The Dismal Swamp, of Vir- 
ginia will yield 500,000,000 tons of peat, 
There are 4,000 aeros In Now Jersey, and 
there arc similar bogs in nil parts of the 
States. There is a peat bed in West- 
chester county, N. V., which will yield 
000,000 tons. * Long Island has a million 
of Ions. Along both sides of tho Kan- 
kakee River, Intl., extending from South 
Pond to the Filinoia lino, is a peat bed 
moro than 00 miles in length, with a width 
of three miles. In some places it is ovor 
40 feet deep, but oven though it averages 
only half or even ono quarter of this 
depth, the aggregate amount of fuel it 
contains boyond eomprehonsicn. This 
does not include one-liftieth part of tho 
peat bog* of tho country, rJVffic Yorkpaper,

A glass spinner in Vienna has recently 
j made a discovery that may lead to tho re- 
covery of the lost link in the chain of 
early invention. He is manufacturing a 
thread of this material finer than thu fibre 
of tho silk worm, which is entering large- 
ly into the manufacture of a variety of now 
fabrics, such as oushions, onrpnts, table 
oloths, nliawls, ueoktios, figures in brocad- 
ed velvet and silk, embroidery, tapestry, 
laces, and a multitude of othor things. It 
i-', as soft us the lir)03t wool, stronger than 
silk thread, and is not changed by boat, 
light, moisture or acids, not liable to fade. 
So important is the matter deemed, that 
while the proectss is kept a profound se- 
cret, the Austrian Minister of Commerce 
has already Qjrgnnk'.ed snhonls for glass 
spinning in various plnoos in Bohemia, 
and a variety of manufactured articles arc 
now tor t.ah-, and will, no doubt, soon 
reach America. If it shall end in tho 
final re discovery of malleable glass, so 
that, if can be wrought or rolled into 
sheets, it will revolutionize much of the 
world's industry. Indeed, no one could 
Bafelv predict to what U80 if might not bo 
applied, as tho mqtcrjal is plentiful in 
lands. Mankind have long waded for it. 
Let us hopo tho timo is near when so 
great a boon will be vouchsafed to thorn.

The people of tho most westerly 
Province of tho Dominion appear to 
bo as fully alive to tho necessity of 
promoting immigration as wo in tho 
older and wealthier sections of tho 
confederacy. Wo ohsorve by tho 
BnrriBu Colonist of tho lTthinsfcj that 
an agent general for British Columbia 
Mr Gilbert M. Sproat, has been ap- 
pointed, to be resident in London, 
England. An agent lias been appoint- 
ed in San Francisco. If these gentle- 
men do tho work which is oxpoeted, 
thero can be little doubt that tho 
Province will profit largely by tho 
transaction. An agent in England 
would, of course, find a lar^o field of 
labor, and could hardly bo otherwise 
than comparatively successful in his 
efforts. Tho idea of appointing an 
agent in San Francisco, the western 
city of the groat absorber of emigra- 
gration, tho United States, seems toiu 
rather novo]. It is carrying tho war 
into Airica— bearding tho lion in his don. 
And yet, on second thought, it may 
provo to bo a most prudent course to 
adopt. Thousands of emigrants, for- 
tune sookers ami others yearly find 
their way to California, deluded by t he 
falso promises and specious recom- 
mendations which tho reputation of 
that State throw out. Hundreds of 
those, dissapointed and disgufted, 
daily make their way again to the Eastern 
States. Hundreds of unfortunate Bidders 
deluded by rapacious railway companies, 
and diamond discoverers, find their way 
to tho western territories, and then re- 
main to oko out a miserable existence and 
ruminate on the treachery of tlioir quon- 
dam friends, li may bo safely taken as a 
rule that the emigrant w_ho is scducod 
into these barren w ilds with specious talos 
of plenty and prosperity, any who have 
learned by bitter experience that '"things 
are not always what they seem," have 
boon pretty thoroughly cured of Yankee 
sympathies and would not be slow to 
avail themselves of tho great advantages 
ottered by our Pacific Provinces, were the 
proper inducements held out. It will bo 
necessary, howevci, for the local Govern- 
ment to do their duty in the premises; to 
offer all reasonable assistance to 
transfer these people to British 
Columbia, and to give them proper 
induement when that Province is reach- 
ed. As an evidence of the great need 
which exists for encouraging immigra- 
tion of British Columbia, and of the 
magnificent opportunities open thero, 
wo need only mention that at tlio 
present time British Columbia is pay- 
ing out annually, for beef and mutton 
alone, upwards of one hundred and 
twenty thousand dollars, which goes 
to California. In fiddftlonto this, there 
are seven hundred dollars paid on 
duties on those importations. This in 
itself, when we take into consideration 
the fact thai, no country in the world 
possesses such extensive and valuable 
grazing land; a; British Coliimb'.ii, 
presents a sufficient argument for 
Emigration. All thai is wanted is to 
bring in people to raise stock and thoy 
keep this trado within its own limits. 
The same remarks apply to all other 
branches of domestic business and 
therefore we "think the recent action 
of tlio local Government is a vorypru 
dent and praiseworthy ono. 

Pnr.sins.sr Thiers, in his anxiety to 
conciliate the French army, has lavish- 
ed more decorations among tho troops* 
defeated by the Prussians than were 
ever bestowed upon the most victorious 
armies that any nation has possessed. 
Tho profusion with which ho has dis- 
tributed crosses and ribbons appears 
extremely absurd when contrasted with 
the custom of former times. Even 
Louis Napoleon, who was noted for his 
prodigal dispensation of honors, only 
gavo three grand crosses to genera! 
officers who took part in tho Crimean 
war; but M. Thiers lias awarded no less 
than sixteen of these decorations among 
generals who wero defeated in Paris 
and Mctz. Twenty live officers wero 
created Commanders of the Legion of 
Honor for distinguished services in tlio 
Crimea: two hundred rind thirty-two 
ofiicorshavebeen recompensed for their 
unsuccessful efforts t > bout tho Prus- 
sian, of thoir moro effectual onslaughts 
on tlio Communists by haying this high 
honor awarded thoni. Seventeen 
hundred Officers of the Legion of 
Honor have been created as a reward 
for services at Richsnoff, Mctz, and in 
tho campaign of Versailles, w hite the 
number added to tho list of Chevaliers 
by tho events of tho recent war is said
